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“UNWRITTEN LAW” AGAIN 


The acquittal of Judge William C. 
Loving, the Virginian jurist who shot 
and killed Theodore Estes, following 
so closely upon the acquittal of the 
Strathers brothers, who shot and kill- 
ed their brother-in-law, goes to show 
that sentiment is more powerful than 
the law in Virginia. Where that con- 
dition prevails, society is dangerous- 
ly near the border of anarchy. 

Judge Loving was ostensibly ac- 
quitted on the plea of insanity. For 
some years he had been a heavy 
drinker, Upon that fact was based 
the insanity plea. It was argued 
that whiskey had so weakened his 
self-control that he fell an easy vic- 
tim to the impulse of the moment— 
in other words he was suffering from 
emotional insanity when he shot 

young Llstes, That plea, however, 
was not the real reason for the ac- 
quittal, but nly the excuse. The 
reason was ,the operation of ‘“‘the un- 
written law,’’ that a man is justified 
in: slaying a fellow-man if he consi- 
ders that such an act is necessary to 
avenge a wrong done to a female 
member of his family, (Judge Lov- 
ing’s daughter told him that young 
Estes had wronged her and the judge 
avenged the wrong ‘by killing Estes in 
cold blood without giving him a 
chance to. explain and without mak- 
ing ‘any effort to ascertain whether 
the story was true. The relatives of 
the unfortunate young man passion- 
ately denied the truth of the story, 
and desirous of clearing his character 
from taint, had numerous witnesses at 
the trial to disprove the story, but 
the judge refused to admit their evi- 
dence.

DUTY OF PUBLIC SERVICE 


(Hamilton Herald.) 

From many pulpits and_ platforms 
come complaints about political graft 
and sordid, selfish ideals in public 
It is questionable if there is 
more dishonesty and selfishness in 
Canadian public life today that there 
was in the last generation. But __ if 
there is, the Canadian people are 
themselves to blame, In a country 
with a democratic, representative 
form of government, the prevailing 


moral tone of polities usually reflects | 


the moral tone which prevails in com- 


merce and in society generally. In a 
time of great material prosperity, 
when the acquisition of wealth ap- 
pears to be in the eyes of the average 
citizen, the one thing worth striving 
for, the standard of morality in the 
community at harge is apt to be low- 
ered, and the moral standard in poli- 
tics sinks in sympathy. It is usually 
the case that, where the supreme pow- 
er is in the hands of the people, their 
public representatives and the charac- 
ter of their goveroment are as good 
as the people deserve. 

Much of the railing against public 
men and conditions comes from  per- 
sons who never left a hand to help 
make things better, This is as true 
in municipal politics. Hundreds of 
Hamilton ¢itizens who complain loud- 
ly about the way the business of the 
city is managed will do nothing to 
improve matters. On election day 
they vote for aldermanic candidates 
not because the candidates of their 


| choice are well qualified for public ser- 


vice, but because they belong to a 
certain political party, a certain 
church, a certain fraternal society, or 
because’ they 
some favor, 

During the Boer war the “arm- 
chair critics’’ got themselves disliked 
jand ridiculed by the copiousness and 
bitterness of their strictures om the 
men (who were doing the fighting. 
Citizens who refuse to serve the public 
themselves and who neglect also to

excuse even than the ‘‘arm-chair’’ mi- 
litary critics for their railing at the 
men who are doing the work. 

The public duty of the private citi- 
zen is a duty which is not sufficiently 
emphasized.
